THE following account of this remarkable group of stars is taken 
from Professor Humboldt's interesting travels. 

<< The lower regions of the air, he conceives, were loaded with wa- 
pours for some.days. We saw distinctly, for the first time, the Cross 
of the South only im the. night of the 4th and 3th of July, im the 16th 
degree of latitude. И was strongly inclined, and appeared from time 
to time between the clouds; the centre ef which, furrowed by uncon- 
densed lightnings, reflected a silver light. 

¥“ The pleasure felt on discovering the Southern Cross, was warmly 
shared by such of the crew as had lived їп the Colonies. 
» ** [n the solitude of the seas we hail the Cross as a friend, from whom 
we have long been separated; and among the Portuguese aud Spani- 
ards, peculiar motives seem to increase this feeling. A religious sen- 
` timent attaches them to the constellation ; the form of which recalls the 
sign of the faith planted by their ancestors in the deserts of the new- 
found world. 

** The two great stars which mark the summit and the foot of the 
Cross having nearly the same right ascension, it follows, that the con- 
stellation is almost vertical.at the moment it passes the meridian, This 
` ¢ircemstance is known to every nation that lives beyond the "m or 
in the southern hemisphere. 

**Itis known at what hour of the night, in different seasons, the 
Southern Cross is erect or inclined. It is a time-piece that advances 
very regularly nearly four minutes a бау; and no other group of stars 
exhibits to the naked eye an observation of time so easily made, | 

<“ How often have we heard our. guides exclaim, in the Savanmahs of 
Venezuela, or in the desert, extending from Lima to Truxillo, * Mid- 
night is past, the Cross begins to bend!’ How often these words re- 
minded us of that affecting scene, where Paul and Virginia, seated near 
the source of the river of Lataniers, conversed together for the last 
time, and when the Old Man, at the sight of the Southern Cross, warns 
them, * that it is time to separate.’
